PNEUMONIA CAUSES 
MANY DEATHS FOR 
FIRST TEN MONTHS 


Pneumonia 
caused over 1,934 


deaths during the first 10 months 
of the past year in Texas, a reduc- 
tion over the previous year but still 
too high, according to Dr. Will Mill- 
er, acting director of the Corol- 
cana-Ntivarro Health Department. 


"Pneumonia is caused by a germ 


called the 
pneumococcus, 
which 


many of us have lurking in our 
throats ready to start troubleiwhen 
our resistance to It Is lowered," he 
said. "We can keep up our resist- 
ance hy avoiding undue fatigue and 
avoiding unnecessary exposure to 
extreme weather conditions. When 
we go out into the cold, additional 
wraps should be worn, sufficient 
to protect us. Keeping the temper- 
atures of out4 homes as low as Is 
consistent with comfort will great- 
ly lessen the difficulties encoun- 
tered In adjusting ourselves to the 
cold when we go out." 


Another method of prevention In 


pneumonia Is not to neglect a cold, 
for the common cold often results 
In pneumonia when neglected. 
A 


person with a severe cold should 
stay at home, and call his physici- 
an for advice If temperature per- 
slots or the cold lingers on. 
Hn 


should follow his physician's ad- 
vice until the cold has disappear- 
ed, Dr. Miller continued. 


"The successful treatment of a 


pneumonia case often depends upon 
starting theatment very early. That 
is why a physician should be called 
at once when pneumonia Is suspect- 
ed. A patient may really have be- 
ginning pneumonia when he thinks 
it is only a cold. If the physician's
